Stressing the importance of 
Missouri

Christopher S. Bond wound up a 
three-day Southeast Missouri 
Spotlight on Agriculture Tour 
with a speech at Sikeston High 
School Thursday night. 
Of $3 billion in new wealth 
generated 
each 
year 
from 
Missouri agriculture, Bond said 
the Bootheel area produces 38 
per cent of Missouri’s total cash 


crop. He added that Southeast 
Missouri plays an extremely 
important part in the state’s 
total agricultural program — a 
program that involves one of 
every five Missouri workers in 
agri-business. 
Bond, who was accompanied 
on the tour by Commissioner of 
Agriculture James B. Boillot 
and members of the Governor’s 
Advisory 
Council 
on 
Agriculture, 
cited 
figures 
depicting Missouri’s growth as 
an agricultural center. 


From 1970 to 1974, he said 
wheat production in the state 
increased from 31 million 
bushels to 39 million, soybean 
production increased from 91 
million bushels to 96 million and 
that Missouri ranks No. 2 in the 
nation as a cattle producer and 
No. 3 in hog production. 
The importance of a free 
world market to farmers was a 
point 
emphasized 
by 
the 
governor. “If we are to meet the 
needs of world food production, 
we must utilize every available 
Trade adjustment aid 
ok d for shoe workers 


management 
asset we 
can 
find,” he said. 
Bond’s speech came at the 
conclusion of a three-day 
agricultureal tour in which the 
governor, commissioner of 
agriculture

businesses and research cen­ 
ters. 
When asked in an interview 
with The Daily Standard if he

The Labor Department said 
the July figures are considered 
accurate and are not com­ 


plicated by the statistical diffi­ 
culties that arose previously. 
It said increases in employ­ 
ment during July occurred in 
55 per cent of all the nation’s 
industries, compared with the 
recession low of only 17 per 
cent in February. 
It said the civilian labor 
force’s strong growth in July 
meant 
more 
people 
sought 
work and equaled the May total 
of 92.9 million persons seeking 
employment. 
In the past four months em­ 
ployment has expanded by 1.2 
million workers, the depart­ 
ment said. 
It said the number of unem­ 
ployed who lost their last jobs, 
in contrast to being unable to 
find work or having left their 
jobs voluntarily, declined in 


July for the first time in U 
months. The rate dropped by 
240,000 to 4.6 million persons. 
But long term unemployment 
continued to increase in July. 
The number of persons unem­ 
ployed 15 weeks or longer now 
makes up 3.2 per cent of the 
labor force, triple the rate of 
the year earlier.

If a government 
corporation entered die field 
and competed for scarce drilling 
supplies, this would only mean a 
further reduction of activity by 
private enterprises. 4. 
The

they can get for exploration 
efforts and the construction of 
more refineries. 
The oil industry spokesman 
also noted that, “one excuse 
offered for this legislation is that 
it would increase competition in 
the petroleum industry. That is 
nonsense. The legislation would 
give the Federal Oil and Gas 
Corporation such overwhelming 
advantages that to call it a 
legitimate competitor of private 
enterprise petroleum companies 
is to turn the issue into a com-

WASHINGTON - It has 
become part of our political 
folkways for candidates to spout 
hokum. 
For 
some, 
lying 
becomes a habit they cannot 
break after they are elected to 
office. 
This may explain why so 
many politicians are willing to 
place the full weight of the U.S. 
Government behind flagrant 
falsehoods. At all levels of 
government, officials play loose 
with the truth to cover up 
mistakes, hide corruption and 
make bad policies look good. 
But let an investigative 
reporter make a mistake or 
wrongly condemn someone in 
authority, and there are howls of 
outrage. Perhaps we may be 
excused, therefore, if we oc­ 
casionally remind our readers 
who has been telling them the 
truth. 
On March 21, 1972, for 
example, 
we reported that 
International Telephone and 
Telegraph had feared its assets 
in Chile might be nationalized if 
Salvador Allende, a Marxist, 
were installed as president. 
To protect its investments, 
ITT had tried to inveigle the U.S. 
Government to help subvert 
Chile’s constitutional processes. 
ITT and the CIA had actually 
plotted together to “create 
economic chaos in Chile,” we 
reported, “hoping this would 
cause the Chilean army to pull a 
coup that would block Allende 
from coming to power.” 
White House aides and CIA 
officials 
alike 
categorically 
denied that the plot against 
Allende was anything more than 
an ITT pipe dream. But now, 
sworn testimony has established 
that the CIA schemed against 
Allende not only before but after 
he became president. 
We began another series of 
columns on May 1, 1972, 
charging that the FBI, CIA and 
Secret Service kept dossiers on 


the private lives of prominent 
Americans. 
Patrick Gray, the acting FBI 
chief, called a press conference 
to deny it. “There are no 
dossiers or secret files,” he 
declared. We responded on May 
11 that we would be “happy to 
tell poor Pat, since he’s new 
around the FBI, where some of 
the secret files are stashed.” 
Thereafter, we published the 
file numbers and quoted ex­ 
cerpts from secret dossiers on 
political figures, movie stars, 
football heroes and newsmen. 
The existence of these FBI-CIA 
dossiers, of couse, is no longer 
disputed. 
Each new development in the 
unfolding story of the CIA 
assassination 
attempts 
also 
confirms the details that we first 
published in a series of columns 
beginning Jan. 17, 1971. The 
plotters whom we named have 
now confessed their par­ 
ticipation. 
Yet our columns about the 
assassination 
plots 
were 
summarily 
denied 
and« 
dismissed four and a half years 
ago. “No plot was authorized or 
implemented 
to assassinate 
(Cuban Premier Fidel) Castro, 
(Dominican dictate»: Rafael) 
Trujillo or anyone else,” lied 
former CIA chief John McCone 
in 1971. 
On Nov. 8, 1974, we reported 
that 
“military intervention” 
against Middle East oil sheikh­ 
doms had been discussed at the 
highest Washington levels “as a 
last resort” to save the West 
from “economic ruin.” The 
State Department professed to 
be aghast at such an idea. 
But the following January 2, 
no less than Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger acknowledged 
that force might be used - only 
in the “greatest emergency,” of 
course - to prevent the 
“strangulation of the industrial 
world.” 
Again, when we warned on 
May 27, 1974, that the Greek 
military junta was in imminent 
danger of collapse, the State 
Department pooh-poohed our 
report Hie junta fell two 


strengthening of democratic 
institutions in India. Or should 
the court vindicate her, as it is 
widely believed it will, the crisis 
would also be resolved, but with 
what lasting harm to India it 
would be difficult to predict. 
The worst scenario has Mrs. 
Gandhi defying an adverse 
ruling, plunging her country 
deeper into dictatorship and not 
inconceivably fomenting a civil 
war.

Congress Party has always been 
weak and fragmented. But the 
failure of the party to make 
significant headway against 
India’s abiding problems of 
population and poverty and 
economic 
stagnation 
and 
growing popular discontent with 
widespread corruption in recent 
years, capped now by the 
outright suppression of political 
freedom and Mrs. Gandhi’s 
foolish creation of political 
martyrs, could result in a 
dangerous national mood that 
will not wait upon the word of a 
handful of judges. 
Whether she remains prime 
minister, legally or illegally, or 
whether she relinquishes her 
rule, 
voluntarily 
or 
in­ 
voluntarily, 
if nothing else 
Indira Gandhi has by her actions 
in a few crucial days forfeited 
the mantle she once wore both 
as the respected leader of the 
world’s largest democracy and 
as a spokesman for law and 
morality in the community of 
nations.

BRITAIN

Kingdom, prepared exclusively 
for this column, was written by a 
world leader who needs no in­ 
troduction. He is the British 
Foreign Minister.”

Affairs 
LONDON-The results of the 
referendum on British mem­ 
bership have made it un­ 
mistakably clear that the 
British people are now com­ 
mitted to a future as part of the 
European Community. They 
decided this by a majority of 
over 2 to 1, cm the basis of a high 
turn-out. 
This result is all the more 
significant since the decision 
was not a leap in the dark. It was 
taken in the light of two and a 
half years of experience of 
membership of the Community. 
The broadly based and con­ 
sistent response given by the 
British people is a striking 
demonstration of their fun­ 
damental unity of purpose. This 
is a source of strength which will 
be of great value as we turn to 
dealing with the problems that 
face us in other fields. 


We have now removed the 
question mark which has hung 
over British political life ever 
since the country was taken into 
the Community on terms that a 
large proportion of the people 
found unacceptable. In the 
manifesto 
on 
which 
the 
government was elected last 
year, 
we 
promised 
to 
renegotiate 
the terms of 
membership. This we did, and I 
have no doubt that it was the 
results of the renegotiations and 
of the government’s positive 
recommendation which resulted 
in a majority in favor of con­ 
tinued membership. However, 
the changes we negotiated are 
good for the Community itself 
and for our future relations with 
other countries, including the 
United States,, as well as for 
Britain. 
Much credit is due to the 
statesmanship of the leaders of 
the other Community countries 
in recognizing the need to meet a 
challenge which was not always 
welcome to them. We were able 
to agree on the necessary 
changes in Britain’s mem­ 
bership terms. At the same time 
the Community moved forward 
in its relations with the world 
outside and in its assumption of 
greater responsibilities towards 
the developing countries. 
One of the principal anxieties 
we originally frit about the 
Community was that it seemed 
to be concentrating too much on 
cultivating 
its own garden 
without full regard for its 
responsibilities to the rest of the 
world. 
Naturally, we were 
conscious of the vital necessity 
for Europe to heal the divisions 
which had involved the world in 
two devastating wars. 
But the rest of the world, and 
particularly the rest of the 
developing world, saw new 
dangers. Europe was becoming 
richer and its people more 
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prosperous, while the poor-ana 
even the not-so-poor-were 
losing out. And Europe gave the 
impression sometimes that it 
preferred confrontation to 
cooperation with its allies. 
It has therefore always been 
the British view that the EEC 
should be ready to carry greater 
responsibilities because of its 
success. This success meant 
that it could afford to lower its 
barriers against the rest of the 
world. We wanted the Com­ 
munity to become more out­ 
ward-looking. It was the hope of 
many, including many in 
Europe among the original six, 
that Britain could be a powerful 
force in making it so, because 
we had extensive links with 
countries outside Europe. 
The most urgent task facing 
the world today is to find a 
solution to the world’s economic 
problems. These cannot be 
tackled even by regional 
groupings, on their own. There 
has to be a world effort. This is 
again where Britain’s con­ 
tribution to the EEC is im­ 
portant. 
British links with the Com­ 
monwealth mean that the EEC 
is associated with a quarter of 
the nations represented at the 
United Nations: a quarter of the 
peoples of the globe. And we 
have historical ties with a great 
many other countries outside 
the Commonwealth. We can help 
more effectively as a member of 
the EEC than we ever jould on 
our own, towards achieving 
better understanding between 
the 
developed 
and 
the 
developing world in the search 
for a new and more equitaMe 
world economic order. 
Thus the result of the 
referendum was, I believe, an 
assertion of what the British 
people perceive to be Britain’s 
future and role in the modern 
world. The British are an island 
race but they are not an insular 
people. Expansion of overseas 
contacts has been a constant 
theme of our history. We have 
chosen to stay in the European 
Community because we believe 
that membership adds a new 
dimension to Britain’s and to the 
Community’s efforts to foster 
cooperation 
and 
peace 
throughout the world. We are 
and shall remain citizens of the 
world, as of Europe. 
We shall also play our full part 
in arriving at the decisions 
which the Community will take 
about 
its 
own 
internal 
development. The Community 
as such will of course continue to 
evolve and there will be much 
discussion in the months and 
years ahead about what path it 
should follow. 
On some questions views will 
certainly differ. In a Community, 
consisting of nine member 
states, each with its distinctive 
character, different historical 
experience 
and 
democratic 
tradition, it would be surprising 
if it were otherwise. But these 
•differences will not prevent us 
making progress. Here too we 
shall play our full and con­ 
structive part in the debate 
about the Community’s future, 
strengthened by the British 
people’s clear and historic 
choice. 
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Hayti sales tax 
vote Tuesday 


HAYTI—Tuesday is election 
day in Hayti as voters will go to 
the polls and either approve or 
reject a proposal of a one-cent 
city sales tax. 
The polls, which are at the 
high school gymnasium and the 
city hall, will be open from 6 
a.m. to7p.m. 
Because of the special elec­ 
tion, the Hayti City Council, 
which normally meets the first 
and third Tuesdays of each 
month, will postpone its meeting 
to Wednesday night at 7:30 p. m. 
A relatively low-key cam­ 
paign, has been waged by those 
who favor the extra penny tax on 
the dollar, as far as promotion is 
concerned. Going by the past, 
what little interest there is in the 
election seems to be opposition 
from merchants. 
According to a random 
telephone survey taken of Hayti 
merchants on whether or not 
they favor the sales tax 
proposal, nine of 16 merchants 
contacted said they were 
against the sales tax, six 
merchants gave no opinion and 
only one merchant said he 
favored the tax. 
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The lack of interest was also 
noticeable at the public bearings 
held by the city to inform 
residents about the city sales tax 
issue. At the first public hearing, 
only two residents who were not 
city employes showed up. About 
20 residents attended the second 
public hearing but they were 
mostly from one area of the 
town and included no mer­ 
chants. 
Discussion concerning the tax 
was first brought up in a May 
council 
meeting. 
At that 
meeting, all four council 
members said they were in 
favor of the sales tax for the 
city. It was then decided to have 
a public hearing, draw up a 
resolution stating what the 
money would be used for if 
passed by the voters and calling 
for the election. 
At the two public hearings on 
the sales tax proposal, Mayor 
Fred Chaffin remarked that if 
the voters approved the tax 
issue, he would propose a 
reduction in the property tax 
rate by 15 to 25 cents. The 
present rate is $2.15 per $100 
assessed valuation. He also said 
that he would seek a reduction in 
the city sticker price. The price 
is now $5. 
According to Chaffin, the 
main reason the city council is 
seeking approval of the one-cent 
sales .tax is “the financial 
situation of Hayti is not as it 
should be.” He added that Hayti 
could not afford to continue to 
depend upon revalue sharing 
because “the government might 
decide to drop this program at 
any time. There has been some 
talk about dropping it. ” 
The mauor said that if the 
voters approve the issue, the 
extra revenue will be used for 
capital improvements. 
At the last meeting of the City 
Council, the council adopted a 
resolution detailing that the 
money would be used for no 
other purpose than capital 
improvements. 
The resolution stated that the 
money 
would 
finance 
blacktopping all of the streets, 
updating of the city’s sewer and 
drainage systems, retiring 
bonds and park improvements 
and recreation.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I had an 
uncle born in 1867 who was 
slightly crippled and walked 
with a limp. It has been said he 
had polio when he was 11 years 
old. Was polio around at that 
time, and are polio and infantile 
paralysis or poliomyelitis one 
and the same disease? If not, 
what is the difference and what 
causes each? My uncle was not 
paralyzed in any way, but one 
leg was slightly shorter than 
the other. 
DEAR REA D ER - There 
are many causes for a short leg 
and certainly not all short legs 
are caused by polio. So, I can’t 
say if that was your uncle’s 
problem or not. 
But, yes, pilio has been 
around a long time. There is 
even evidence of it in old Egyp­ 
tian mummies from centuries 
ago. And, it can occur without 
causing any paralysis at all. 
That was one of the problems in 
unraveling its cause. Many peo­ 
ple with the disease only had a 
bout of digestive trouble or 
“ summer flu.” Others can have 
widespread paralysis and end 
. up having deformities. 
Polio, poliomyelitis and in­ 
fantile paralysis are all names 
for the same disease, and the 
disease is caused by a virus. I 
think the term infantile 
paralysis is unfortunate 
because the disease is not 
limited to infants. It can strike 
down adults, too. The disease 
can be prevented by immuniza­ 
tion. 
1 am sorry to say that this dis­ 
ease. once apparently con-

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quered, has a chance of 
resurgence. Why? Because 
brilliant medical advances are 
not enough. The public has to - 
have enough will to use the 
knowledge provided to them by 
medical science. Public in­ 
difference has led to manv 
children and some adults not 
being immunized. 
From time to time I am con­ 
cerned because many people 
think the total responsibility for 
health rests with the medical 
profession. The truth is that 
many other groups have an 
equal or greater responsibility. 
The failure to get the public to 
use such advantages as im­ 
munization against polio is a 
failure of the social scientists’ 
area. The medical sciences can 
do wonders, but then the 
segments of our society that 
have the responsibility for 
public education and en­ 
couraging public use often drop 
the ball. 
It is time that the respon- 
sobility for many of these 
health failures is put where 
they belong. That is not on the 
back of the busy doctor but 
those segments of society 
responsible for social action. 
And, closely related to this is 
the behavior of the public itself. 
There has long been ample 
e vidence of the harmful effects 
of cigarette smoking. The 
medical profession has done a 
first class job in bringing out 
facts and providing the 
knowledge. The public has been 
slow in using this information. 
Is this medical care failure? 
Certainly not. It is a failure of 
our society and our means to 
motivate people to do what 
needs to be done for their 
health.

Harpist receives 
world recognition 


Already well known among harpists, Miss Allen joined the ranks of 
the world famous when she was recently notified by the Inter­ 
national Biographical Centre at Cambridge, England that her 
biographical sketch will be included in three 1976 international 
editions of “Who’s Who in the World.” 


These include “Who’s Who in Music in the World,” “The World 
Who’s Who of Women’’ and “The Dictionary of International 
Biography.” 


Copies of these publications will be found in libraries such as The 
Library of Congress, Washington, D.C.; The Bodleian Library, 
Oxford, England; British Museum Library at London, England; and 
the Cambridge University Library, Cambridge, England. 


She also will receive an honorary diploma and a citation plaque for 
her achievements as a harpist, arranger and educator. She and 
other Who’s Who in the World artists were honored at the Waldorf 
Astoria in New York City. 


Redently she was guest artist for the International Conference of 
the American Harp Society at Minneapolis, Minn., where she per­ 
formed the works of an American composer, George Gershwin, in 
honor of the Bicentennial. She received a standing ovation and 
several encores.

With some artists, talent has 
no boundaries. Nor does it fade 
but mellows into a more 
polished professionalism. 
Mimi Allen, 915 Moore Ave., a 
world-famous harpist, arranges, 
composes, and has cut several 
records. More importantly, she 
teaches serious student harpists 
from 
around 
the country 
because her philosophy is “each 
artist should give back what is 
given to him. In other words, 
give of yourself.” 
She does so to the point of 
neglecting her own personal 
work arranging and tran­ 
scribing music for about 62 
student concerts, often given in 
churches at Easter, Christmas 
and 
Thanksgiving. 
“I 
love 
teaching. 
It is extremely 
rewarding. You can see the 
products of your teaching." 
Miss Allen says she has a 
‘great rapport" with her 
students, 
evidenced by a 
telephone ringing at all hours of 
the day and night. They ask her 
approval of their choice of music 
for special occasions, what to do 
about a broken harp string or 
call in just to report on the 
quality of a performance. 
Although the late Harpo Marx 
was her inspiration, apparently 
some students see Miss Allen as 
theirs. Two students perform 
with 
Memphis 
Symphony 
Orchestra while another is with 
the 
St. 
Louis 
Symphony 
Orchestra. One local student, 
Carolyn Dupont, 818 Moore Ave. 
recently 
earned a top rating 
at a statewide high school music 
contest. Miss Allen will even pull 
a few strings to help students 
find positions equal to their 
talent. 
Although she is demanding 
and instills a drive f or perfection 
in her students, Miss Allen 
realizes students also have a 
personal life. She encourages 
individualism and most of all, a 
sense of himor much like her 
own. 
Things were not so humorous - 
in fact, they were downright 


bleak at Miss Allen's alma 
mater, Stephens College in 
Columbia. 
School officials 
allowed the harp department 
lapse until there was only one 
harp and one student harpist. 
Miss Allen soon was hired and 
revamped the department by 
hiring a full-time, qualified 
teacher and seeing that more 
harps 
were 
available. 
She 
taught master's classes where 
she and a small, select group of 
students "shared together and 
established a real comradery." 
Later she became a consultant 
»although is now retired form 
that position . 
But to give back what she had 
learned, she first had to "work 
like a devil to (day like an 
angel." At age 15 Miss Allen was 
sent 
to 
Stephens 
College 
preparatory school and then 
completed advance course work 
- on a straight A level. 
She was then selected to stay 
at the Three Arts for Girls Club 
in New York City, now defunct, 
and remembers having to cram 
a piano, harp, bed and a closet in 
the small rooms. 
She studied piano and harp at 
the Juilliard School of Music in 
New York City for three years. 
Soon she had to decide between 
"what bench to sit on" because 
piano 
and 
harp 
teachers 
demanded six hours of con­ 
centrated study each day. In 
addition, she was expected to 
teach 
gifted 
high 
school 
students. 
Naturally, the choice was the 
harp and when Isidor Philipp, 
president of the Paris Con­ 
servatory in France, and the 
late Carlos Salzedo, grandaddy 
of the harpist, heard Miss Allen 
perform, they offered her full 
scholarships. 
After her formal training was 
over, she toured with concert 
groups and as a soloist and has 
been in every state. One tour 
took her to Italy, Canada and to 
Cuba where her touring group 
performed in the Havana Palace 
of Fine Arts before Premiere 
Fidel Castro. Her impression of 
Cuba was “it was lovely but the 
social structure was peculiar." 


The group would play at 2 p.m. 
for high society. Then at 4 p.m. 
for the "poor," an audience she 
favored because "they would 
throw their hats in the air and 
stamp their feet in tremendous 
excitement." 
Not long after World War II 
ended and while she was in New 
York, a cousin of Miss Allen’s 
invited her over to entertain a 
young army officer. She en­ 
tertained so well that they 
married and her life was divided 
between 
Mimi 
Allen, 
professional harpist, and Mrs. 
Ken Smitten, wife of an 
agricultural engineer. 
However, 
Miss Allen has 
never regretted the marriage 
because she was tired "of a cold, 


hard way of living where your 
life is not your own." She ad­ 
mits, though, managing a 
household and a career "takes 
some thinking and a schedule 
book" and formerly took her 


children Mrs. Linda Jepson 
Turner, 23, and Tom, 31, to 
recording sessions whens they 
were younger. Besides that, she 
claims her husband is a fine 
critic of her playing and 
arrangements. 


Although Los Angeles, Calif., 
and New York City are meccas 
for artists Miss Allen prefers 
Sikeston for its peace and quiet 
and escape from being called by 
studios and bureaus. 
Of her past experiences, Miss 


Allen says she “treasures the 
whole thing" but does not intend 
to dry up. 
“I'm always looking for new 
ideas, 
new forms. 
Country 
music leaves me cold but I’m 
crazy about jazz" and plays 
classical jazz numbers on the 
harp. 


“If you can’t go on to higher 
achievements, you miss a great 
deal in life and might as well be 
dead. 


Hie harp is fascinating and 
difficult to master. I learn 
something new all the time. I 
can become so engrossed in it 
that it's part of me. It is like my 
leg or arm."

(AP) — Some members of the 
Missouri House appear to be 
rankled over the refusal of the 
state Office of Administration 
to pay some of the expense re­ 
quests they have submitted in 
recent months. 
But state accounting chief 
William Raftery said Thursday 
he has not yet been threatened 
with any court action for re­ 
jecting requests as happened 
last year in a similar circum­ 
stance. He indicated that most 
representatives had been very 
cooperative. 
The problems result from a 
new system instituted by the 
House in February for payment 
of office expenses incurred by 
the members. Under it, each 
member is allotted $400 a 
month to cover postage, tele­ 
phone, printing, travel, station­ 
ery and home district secretar­ 
ial help. 
But during May and June, 
the Accounting Division de­ 
clined to pay some $3,000 of the 
$82,000 in expense requests sub­ 
mitted by the 163 House mem­ 
bers on the grounds they were 
not justified. 
"The House has never set up 
guidelines, which is the prob­ 
lem,’’ Raftery said. "So we’re 
faced with setting guidelines 
every month.’’ 
But House Majority Floor 
Leader Kenneth Rothman of 
Clayton disputed the validity of 
such power, claiming, “They 
can’t just sit there and make a 
judicial decision.’’ 
Warrenton Republican Rus­ 


sell Brockfeld, who had a large 
bill rejected, also challenged 
that authority. "I’m wondering 
whether the real problem in re­ 
jection isn’t a question of sepa­ 
ration of powers," he said, con­ 
tending the executive branch of 
government should not have 
power over funds appropriated 
for the legislature. 
Most of the rejected vouchers 
were for printing and postage, 
although other rejected re­ 
quests involved receipts that 
had been altered, home tele­ 
phone and mobile telephone 
bills, apparent attempts to ob­ 
tain payment twice for the 
same expense and bills without 
substantiating receipts. 
Some lawmakers also unsuc­ 
cessfully tried to obtain reim­ 
bursement for meals on days 
when the legislature was in ses­ 
sion and they received the $25 
daily living expense allowance. 
An $1,150 bill from Brockfeld 
for 10,000 brochures was turned 
down as were a $275 bill from 
Springfield 
Democrat 
Fred 
Lynn for $7,000 brochures and a 
$200 postage bill from Kansas 
City Republican Harold Esser. 
Esser’s bill was rejected be­ 
cause the postal receipt showed 
the postage had been received 
by “Esser for Legislature.” 
Esser 
contended 
he 
was 
merely using a bulk rate mail­ 
ing permit issued to his cam­ 
paign organization to mail out 
legislative 
newsletters. 
That 
same request also had a bill for 
$100 in postage without th€ 
"Esser for Legislature.’’ Thai 
was honored. 


Because of the possibility of 
problems resulting from the 
new system, Raftery issued a 
set of guidelines aimed at let­ 
ting lawmakers know what they 
will not be reimbursed for. 
“We’re 
rejecting expenses 
having nothing to do with offi­ 
cial business or are not sub­ 
stantiated," Ik said. 
Those guidelines require that 
printing charges must be ac­ 
companied by a copy of the 
newsletter or brochure before 
they will be reimbursed so 
there will be no attempts to use 
the expense allotment for cam­ 
paign purposes.

now," an official said. 
The guidelines also state that 
any 
"new,

ex­ 
penditures" that have not been 
encountered on previous re­ 
quests will receive individual 
scrutiny. 
"Every time you turn around 
you find something different,” 
one division source said. 
"The legislators who are tak­ 
ing these positions honestly be­ 


lieve they have a legitimate ex­ 
pense,” Raftery acknowledged. 
"We just don’t agree. If they 
think the claim is bonafide, 
they can go to court.” 
The Office of Administration 
was challenged by a number of 
senators last year in Cole Coun­ 
ty Circuit Court on whether it. 
had authority to deny requests 
for travel reimbursements paid 
out of legislative funds. 
The senators contended that 
since the funds were specific­ 
ally appropriated for legislative 
travel, the lawmakers did not 
have to meet Office of Adminis­ 
tration travel prerequisities. 
That case, however, was later 
withdrawn without a decision 
being issued and the legal ques­ 
tion of whether the Office oi 
Administration has authority 
over legislative funds has not 
been settled. 
The new expense system was 
initiated under ' controversial 
circumstances as some legisla­ 
tors attempted to merely pro­ 
vide the $400 monthly allotment 
to each person without requir­ 
ing that its use be justified.

If a government 
corporation entered the field 
and competed for scarce drilling 
supplies, this would only mean a 
further reduction of activity by 
private enterprises. 4. 
The 
existence of a government oil 
corporation would discourage 
investment in private com­ 
panies which need all the capital 
they can get for exploration 
efforts and the construction of 
more refineries. 
The oil industry spokesman 
also noted that, “one excuse 
offered for this legislation is that 
it would increase competition in 
the petroleum industry. That is 
nonsense. The legislation would 
give the Federal Oil and Gas 
Corporation such overwhelming 
advantages that to call it a 
legitimate competitor of private 
enterprise petroleum companies 
is to turn the issue into a com- 
nedy....” 
The record of the oil industry 
proves that it can produce the 
petroleum 
if anyone can. 
Private enterprise found oil on 
Alaska’s North Slope, the 


largest oil field yet discovered in 
North America. Private en­ 
terprise did not block con­ 
struction of the pipeline which 
would have brought this North 
Slope oil to consumers. The

Finally, taxpayers should take 
note of the fact that a govern­ 
ment oil corporation would open 
a new siphon into the federal 
treasury.

It 
has 
become part of our political 
folkways for candidates to spout 
hokum. 
For 
some, 
lying 
becomes a habit they cannot 
break after they are elected to 
office. 
This may explain why so 
many politicians are willing to 
place the full weight of the U.S. 
Government 
behind flagrant 
falsehoods. At all levels of 
government, officials play loose 
with the truth to cover up 
mistakes, hide corruption and 
make bad policies look good 
But let an investigative 
reporter make a mistake or 
wrongly condemn someone in 
authority, and there are howls of 
outrage. Perhaps we may be 
excused, therefore, if we oc­ 
casionally remind our readers 
who has been telling them the 
truth 
On March 21, 1972, for 
example, 
we reported 
that 
International 
Telephone and 
Telegraph had feared its assets 
in Chile might be nationalized if 
Salvador Allende, a Marxist, 
were installed as president. 
To protect its investments, 
ITT had tried to inveigle the U .S. 
Government to help subvert 
Chile’s constitutional processes. 
ITT and the CIA had actually 
plotted 
together to “create 
economic chaos in Chile,” we 
reported, “hoping this would 
cause the Chilean army to pull a 
coup that would block Allende 
from coming to power. ” 
White House aides and CIA 
officials 
alike 
categorically 
denied that the plot against 
Allende was anything more than 
an ITT pipe dream. But now, 
sworn testimony has established 
that the CIA schemed against 
Allende not only before but after 
he became president. 
We began another series of 
columns on May 1, 1972, 
charging that the FBI, CIA and 
Secret Service kept dossiers on 


the private lives of prominent 
Americans. 
Patrick Gray, the acting FBI 
chief, called a press conference 
to deny it. “There are no 
dossiers or secret files,” he 
declared. We responded on May 
11 that we would be “happy to 
tell poor Pat, since he’s new 
around the FBI, where some of 
the secret files are stashed. ” 
Thereafter, we published the 
file numbers and quoted ex­ 
cerpts from secret dossiers on 
political figures, movie stars, 
football heroes and newsmen. 
The existence of these FBI-CIA 
dossiers, of couse, is no longer 
disputed. 
Each new development in the 
unfolding story of the CIA 
assassination 
attempts 
also 
confirms the details that we first 
published in a series of columns 
beginning Jan. 17, 1971. The 
plotters whom we named have 
now 
confessed 
their 
par­ 
ticipation. 
Yet our columns about the 
assassination 
plots 
were 
summarily 
denied 
and« 
dismissed four and a half years 
ago. “No plot was authorized or 
implemented 
to 
assassinate 
(Cuban Premier Fidel) Castro, 
(Dominican dictator Rafael) 
Trujillo or anyone else,” lied 
former CIA chief John McCone 
in 1971. 
On Nov. 8, 1974, we reported 
that 
“military intervention” 
against Middle East oil sheikh­ 
doms had been discussed at the 
highest Washington levels “as a 
last resort” to save the West 
from “economic ruin.” The 
State Department professed to 
be aghast at such an idea. 
But the following January 2, 
no less than Secretary of State 
Henry Kissing«* acknowledged 
that force might be used - only 
in the “greatest emergency,” of 
course - to prevent the 
“strangulation of the industrial 
world.” 
Again, when we warned on 
May 27, 1974, that the Greek 
military junta was in imminent 
danger of collapse, the State 
Department pooh-poohed our 
report. 
The junta fell two 
months later^ 


The political prevaricators 
have had to swallow dozens of 
denials since we took over the 
column in August 1969. The 
Chappaquiddick affair was then 
in the headlines. We reported on 
August 8 that Sen. Ted Kennedy, 
D.-Mass., had arranged with his 
cousin, Joe Gargan, to take the 
blame for driving his car off the 
bridge. 
Our story was not only denied 
but derided. Yet five years later, 
the Boston Globe assigned a 
squad of reportes to rein- 
vetstigate the incident. They 
spent several weeks examining 
every available detail. Their 
most fascinating finding: “In 
particular, Kennedy’s cousin, 
Joseph Gargan, agreed at one 
point to take responsibility for 
the accident.” 
The latest attack upon our 
accuracy has come from Sen. 
Hiram Fong, R.-Hawaii, who 
called “totally false” our report 
that he was fronting for the 
patent lobby. 
Yet on June 2, his patent aide, 
Robert Seto, confided in a memo 
that Fong’s patent bill had been 
written by the patent lobby. 
“ The 
actual 
wordings 
essentially are from papers 
submitted to me by such 
organizations as the American 
Patent Law Association, the 
American Bar Association ... 
and by members of various 
(industry-dominated) 
patent 
committees, PPG (Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass) industries and 
others who submitted papers 
and-or letters,” wrote Seto. 
In other words, the Fong 
amendments were written by 
patent lawyers and the in­ 
dustries they serve. Among the 
corporations that contributed 
their views were 
Phillips 
Petroleum, Westinghouse, Dow 
Chemical and A11 is-Chalmers, to 
name a few. All would profit 
from Fong’s bill. 
Fong’s six-page attack on us 
on the Senate floor is full of 
falsehoods and distortions. 
Hie politicians on Capitol Hill 
have promoted truth in lending 
and truth in advertising. The 
greater need is for truth in 
politics. 


democracy” has consistently 
behaved as if it also deserved 
the title of the world’s most 
righteous nation, others may 
feel a certain grim satisfaction 
in the fact that when it came to 
the ultimate test that separates 
a 
true democracy from a 
sham—the choice between the 
rule of law and the rule of men 
(or 
in 
this 
case, 
of 
a 
woman)—India has shown itself 
capable of descending into a 
state of political repression that 
ranks with an extant today. 
But that aside, the dictatorial 
powers 
assumed by Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi in the 
name of defending India but 
actually to perpetuate herself in 
office can only be viewed with 
sorrow and dismay. 
If India joins the lengthening 
list of emergent nations that

totalitarianism, what hope is 
there for freedom anywhere in 
the so-called Third World for 
which India was in many ways 
the model? 
The answer depends upon how 
deeply rooted democracy really 
is on the subcontinent and how 
grievously Mrs. Gandhi may 
have injured it. The answer 
presumably will become known 
at the «id of summer when the 
reconvening Indian Supreme 
Court decides whether or not to 
uphold a regional court decision 
that found Mrs. Gandhi guilty of 
illegal election practices and 
ordered her stripped of her seat 
in Parliament and, in con­ 
sequence, 
of 
the 
prime 
ministership. 
In the meantime, she con­ 
tinues to rule by virtue of a stay 
of the court’s order, by a 
proclamation 
of a 
national 
emergency and by a display of 
brute force which has seen the 
jailing of reportedly thousands 
of her political opponents. 
Should the high court rule 
against Mrs. Gandhi, and should 
she abide by its decision, the 
crisis would be resolved with 
what can be hoped would be a 


strengthening 
of democratic 
institutions in India. Or should 
the court vindicate her, as it is 
widely believed it will, the crisis 
would also be resolved, but with 
what lasting harm to India it 
would be difficult to predict. 
The worst scenario has Mrs. 
Gandhi defying an adverse 
ruling, plunging her country 
deeper into dictatorship and not 
inconceivably fomenting a civil 
war. 
Many unhappy things could 
happen before then, however, in 
the intervening two months. 
Since 
gaining 
its 
in- 
dependence from Britain after 
World War II, India has been 
virtually 
a 
one-party 
democracy. Opposition to the 
overwhelmingly 
predominent 
Congress Party has always been 
weak and fragmented. But the 
failure of the party to make 
significant 
headway 
against 
India’s abiding problems of 
population and poverty and 
economic 
stagnation 
and 
growing popular discontent with 
widespread corruption in recent 
years, 
capped now by the 
outright suppression of political 
freedom and Mrs. Gandhi’s 
foolish 
creation 
of political 
martyrs, could result in a 
dangerous national mood that 
will not wait upon the word of a 
handful of judges. 
Whether she remains prime 
minister, legally or illegally, or 
whether she relinquishes her 
rule, 
voluntarily 
or 
in­ 
voluntarily, 
if 
nothing else 
Indira Gandhi has by her actions 
in a few crucial days forfeited 
the mantle she once wore both 
as the respected leader of the 
world’s largest democracy and 
as a spokesman for law and 
morality in the community of 
nations.

LONDON-The results of the 
referendum on British mem­ 
bership have 
made it un­ 
mistakably clear that the 
British people are now com­ 
mitted to a future as part of the 
European Community. 
They 
decided this by a majority of 
over 2 to 1, on the basis of a high 
turn-out. 
This result is all the more 
significant since the decision 
was not a leap in the dark. It was 
taken in the light of two and a 
half years of experience of 
membership of the Community. 
The broadly based and con­ 
sistent response given by the 
British people is a striking 
demonstration of their fun­ 
damental unity of purpose. This 
is a source of strength which will 
be of great value as we turn to 
dealing with the problems that 
face us in other fields. 


We have now removed the 
question mark which has hung 
over British political life ever 
since the country was taken into 
the Community on terms that a 
large proportion of the people 
found unacceptable. 
In 
the 
manifesto 
on 
which 
the 
government was elected last 
year, 
we 
promised 
to 
renegotiate 
the 
terms 
of 
membership. This we did, and I 
have no doubt that it was the 
results of the renegotiations and 
of the government’s positive 
recommendation which resulted 
in a majority in favor of con­ 
tinued membership However, 
the changes we negotiated are 
good for the Community itself 
and for our future relations with 
other countries, including the 
United States,, as well as for 
Britain. 


Much credit is due to the 
statesmanship of the leaders of 
the other Community countries 
in recognizing the need to meet a 
challenge which was not always 
welcome to them. We were able 
to agree on the necessary 
changes 
in 
Britain’s 
mem­ 
bership terms. At the same time 
the Community moved forward 
in its relations with the world 
outside and in its assumption of 
greater responsibilities towards 
the developing countries. 
One of the principal anxieties 
we originally felt about the 
Community was that it seemed 
to be concentrating too much on 
cultivating 
its 
own 
garden 
without full regard for its 
responsibilities to the rest of the 
world. 
Naturally, 
we 
were 
conscious of the vital necessity 
for Europe to heal the divisions 
which had involved the world in 
two devastating wars. 
But the rest of the world, and 
particularly the rest of the 
developing world, saw new 
dangers. Europe was becoming 
richer and its people more 


prosperous, while the poor-ana 
even the not-so-poor-were 
losing out. And Europe gave the 
impression sometimes that it 
preferred 
confrontation 
to 
cooperation with its allies. 
It has therefore always been 
the British view that the EEC 
should be ready to carry greater 
responsibilities because of its 
success. This success meant 
that it could afford to lower its 
barriers against the rest of the 
world. We wanted the Com­ 
munity to become more out­ 
ward-looking. It was the hope of 
many, 
including many 
in 
Europe among the original six, 
that Britain could be a powerful 
force in making it so, because 
we had extensive links with 
countries outside Europe. 
The most urgent task facing 
the world today is to find a 
solution to the world’s economic 
problems. 
These cannot 
be 
tackled 
even 
by 
regional 
groupings, on their own. There 
has to be a world effort. This is 
again 
where 
Britain’s 
con­ 
tribution to the EEC is im­ 
portant. 
British links with the Com­ 
monwealth mean that the EEC 
is associated with a quarter of 
the nations represented at the 
United Nations: a quarter of the 
peoples of the globe. And we 
have historical ties with a great 
many other countries outside 
the Commonwealth. We can help 
more effectively as a member of 
the EEC than we ever jould on 
our own, towards achieving 
better understanding between 
the 
developed 
and 
the 
developing world in the search 
for a new and more equitable 
world economic order. 
Thus 
the 
result of 
the 
referendum was, I believe, an 
assertion of what the British 
people perceive to be Britain's 
future and role in the modern 
world. The British are an island 
race but they are not an insular 
people. Expansion of overseas 
contacts has been a constant 
theme of our history. We have 
chosen to stay in the European 
Community because we believe 
that membership adds a new 
dimension to Britain’s and to the 
Community’s efforts to foster 
cooperation 
and 
peace 
throughout the world. We are 
and shall remain citizens of the 
world, as of Europe. 
We shall also play our full part 
in arriving at the decisions 
which the Community will take 
about 
its 
own 
internal 
development. The Community 
as such will of course continue to 
evolve and there will be much 
discussion in the months and 
years ahead about what path it 
should follow. 
On some questions views will 
certainly differ. In a Community 
consisting 
of 
nine 
member 
states, each with its distinctive 
character, different historical 
experience 
and 
democratic 
tradition, it would be surprising 
if it were otherwise But these 
•differences will not prevent us 
making progress. Here too we 
shall play our full and con­ 
structive part in the debate 
about the Community’s future, 
strengthened by the British 
people’s 
clear 
and 
historic 
choice. 
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Hayti sales tax 
vote Tuesday 


HAYTI—Tuesday is election 
day in Hayti as voters will go to 
the polls and either approve or 
reject a proposal of a one-cent 
city sales tax. 
The polls, which are at the 
high school gymnasium and the 
city hall, will be open from 6 
a.m. to7p.m. 
Because of the special elec­ 
tion, the Hayti City Council, 
which normally meets the first 
and third Tuesdays of each 
month, will postpone its meeting 
to Wednesday night at7:30 p.m. 
A relatively low-key cam­ 
paign, has been waged by those 
who favor the extra penny tax on 
the dollar, as far as promotion is 
concerned. Going by the past, 
what little interest there is in the 
election seems to be opposition 
from merchants. 
According 
to 
a 
random 
telephone survey taken of Hayti 
merchants on whether or not 
they 
favor 
the sales 
tax 
proposal, nine of 16 merchants 
contacted 
said 
they 
were 
against 
the 
sales 
tax, 
six 
merchants gave no opinion and 
only one merchant said he 
favored the tax. 
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The lack of interest was also 
noticeable at the public hearings 
held by the city to inform 
residents about the city sales tax 
issue. At the first public hearing, 
only two residents who were not 
city employes showed up. About 
20 residents attended the second 
public hearing but they were 
mostly from one area of the 
town and included no mer­ 
chants. 
Discussion concerning the tax 
was first brought up in a May 
council 
meeting. 
At 
that 
meeting, 
all 
four 
council 
members said they were in 
favor of the sales tax for the 
city. It was then decided to have 
a public hearing, draw up a 
resolution 
stating 
what 
the 
money would be used for if 
passed by the voters and calling 
for the election. 
At the two public hearings on 
the sales tax proposal, Mayor 
Fred Chaffin remarked that if 
the voters approved the tax 
issue, 
he 
would 
propose a 
reduction in the property tax 
rate by 15 to 25 cents. The 
present rate is $2.15 per $100 
assessed valuation. He also said 
that he would seek a reduction in 
the city sticker price. The price 
is now $5. 
According 
to Chaffin, 
the 
main reason the city council is 
seeking approval of the one-cent 
sales 
tax 
is 
“ the 
financial 
situation of Hayti is not as it 
should be.”

It has been said he 
had polio when he was 11 years 
old. Was polio around at that 
time, and are polio and infantile 
paralysis or poliomyelitis one 
and the sam e disease? If not, 
what is the difference and what 
causes each? My uncle was not 
paralyzed in any way, but one 
leg was slightly shorter than 
the other. 
DEAR REA D ER - There 
are many causes for a short leg 
and certainly not all short legs 
are caused by polio. So, I can't 
say if that was your uncle’s 
problem or not.

that.” 
“ We 
never 
guaranteed 
anything,’’ 
responded 
a 
representative of the comapny, 
“While we may advertise that 
our pill is ‘virtually 100 per cent 
protection,’ women are funny 
people. There’s always the rare 
one who doesn’t react to drugs 
the way she’s supposed to. And, 
because Sally is one of those 
exceptions, it’s not our fault, it’s 
her fault.” 


IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, 
would you hold the manufacture!

More importantly, she 
teaches serious student harpists 
from 
around

country 
because her philosophy is “each 
artist should give back what is 
given to him. In other words, 
give of yourself.” 
She does so to the point of 
neglecting her own personal 
work 
arranging 
and 
tra n ­ 
scribing music for about 62 
student concerts, often given in 
churches at Easter, Christmas 
and 
Thanksgiving. 
“ I 
love 
teaching. 
It 
is 
extrem ely 
rewarding. You can see the 
products of your teaching.” 
Miss Allen says she has a 
“ g reat 
ra p p o rt” 
with her 
students, 
evidenced 
by 
a 
telephone ringing at all hours of 
the day and night. They ask her 
approval of their choice of music 
for special occasions, what to do 
about a broken harp string or 
call in just to report on the 
quality of a performance. 
Although the late Harpo Marx 
was her inspiration, apparently 
some students see Miss Allen as 
theirs. Two students perform 
with 
M em phis 
Symphony 
Orchestra while another is with 
the 
St. 
Louis 
Symphony 
Orchestra. One local student, 
Carolyn Dupont, 818 Moore Ave. 
recently 
earned a top rating 
at a statewide high school music 
contest. Miss Allen will even pull 
a few strings to help students 
find positions equal to their 
talent. 
Although she is demanding 
and instills a drive f or perfection 
in her students, 
Miss Allen 
realizes students also have a 
personal life. She encourages 
individualism and most of all. a 
sense of himor much like her 
own. 
Things were not so humorous - 
in fact, they were downright 


bleak at Miss Allen’s alma 
mater, 
Stephens 
College 
in 
Colum bia. 
School 
officials 
allowed the harp departm ent 
lapse until there was only one 
harp and one student harpist. 
Miss Allen soon was hired and 
revamped the department by 
hiring 
a 
full-time, 
qualified 
teacher and seeing that more 
harps 
were 
available. 
She 
taught m aster’s classes where 
she and a small, select group of 
students “shared together and 
established a real comradery.” 
Later she became a consultant 
• although is now retired form 
that position . 
But to give back what she had 
learned, she first had to “work 
like a devil to play like an 
angel.” At age 15 Miss Allen was 
sent 
to 
Stephens 
College 
preparatory school and then 
completed advance course work 
- on a straight A level. 
She was then selected to stay 
at the Three Arts for Girls Club 
in New York City, now defunct, 
and remembers having to cram 
a piano, harp, bed and a closet in 
the small rooms. 
She studied piano and harp at 
the Juilliard School of Music in 
New York City for three years. 
Soon she had to decide between 
“what bench to sit on” because 
piano 
and 
harp 
teachers 
demanded six hours of con­ 
centrated study each day. In 
addition, she was expected to 
teach 
gifted 
high 
school 
students. 
Naturally, the choice was the 
harp and when Isidor Philipp, 
president of the Paris Con­ 
servatory in France, and the 
late Carlos Salzedo, grandaddy 
of the harpist, heard Miss Allen 
perform, they offered her full 
scholarships. 
After her formal training was 
over, she toured with concert 
groups and as a soloist and has 
been in every state. One tour 
took her to Italy, Canada and to 
Cuba where her touring group 
performed in the Havana Palace 
of Fine Arts before Prem iere 
Fidel Castro. Her impression of 
Cuba was “ it was lovely but the 
social structure was peculiar.” 


The group would play at 2 p.m. 
for high society. Then at 4 p.m. 
for the “poor,” an audience she 
favored because “ they would 
throw their hats in the air and 
stamp their feet in tremendous 
excitement.” 
Not long after World War II 
ended and while she was in New 
York, a cousin of Miss Allen’s 
invited her over to entertain a 
young arm y officer.

household and a career “ takes 
some thinking and a schedule 
book” and formerly took her

Mrs. 
Linda Jepson 
Turner, 23, and Tom, 31, to 
recording sessions when$ they 
were younger. Besides that, she 
claims her husband is a fine 
critic 
of her playing 
and 
arrangements. 


Although Los Angeles, Calif., 
and New York City are meccas 
for artists Miss Allen prefers 
Sikeston for its peace and quiet 
and escape from being called by 
studios and bureaus. 
Of her past experiences, Miss 


Allen says she “ treasures the 
whole thing” but does not intend 
to dry up. 


“ I’m always looking for new 
ideas, 
new 
forms. 
Country 
music leaves me cold but I’m 
crazy about jazz” and plays 
classical jazz numbers on the 
harp. 


“ If you can’t go on to higher 
achievements, you miss a great 
deal in life and might as well be 
dead. 


The harp is fascinating and 
difficult to master. 
I learn 
something new all the time. I 
can become so engrossed in it 
that it's part of me. It is like my 
leg or arm .”

But state accounting chief 
William Raftery said Thursday 
he has not yet been threatened 
with any court action for re­ 
jecting requests as happened 
last year in a similar circum­ 
stance. He indicated that most 
representatives had been very 
cooperative. 
The problems result from a 
new system instituted by the 
House in February for payment 
of office expenses incurred by 
the members. Under it, each 
member 
is 
allotted $400 
a 
month to cover postage, tele­ 
phone, printing, travel, station­ 
ery and home district secretar­ 
ial help. 
But during May and June, 
the Accounting Division de­ 
clined to pay some $3,000 of the 
$82,000 in expense requests sub­ 
mitted by the 163 House mem­ 
bers on the grounds they were 
not justified. 
“The House has never set up 
guidelines, which is the prob­ 
lem,” Raftery said. “So we’re 
faced with setting guidelines 
every month.” 
But House Majority Floor 
Leader Kenneth Rothman of 
Clayton disputed the validity of 
such power, claiming, “They 
can’t just sit there and make a 
judicial decision.” 
Warrenton Republican Rus­ 


sell Brockfeld, who had a large 
bill rejected, also challenged 
that authority. “I’m wondering 
whether the real problem in re­ 
jection isn’t a question of sepa­ 
ration of powers,” he said, con­ 
tending the executive branch of 
government should not have 
power over funds appropriated 
for the legislature. 
Most of the rejected vouchers 
were for printing and postage, 
although 
other 
rejected 
re­ 
quests involved receipts that 
had been altered, home tele­ 
phone and mobile telephone 
bills, apparent attempts to ob­ 
tain payment twice for the 
same expense and bills without 
substantiating receipts. 
Some lawmakers also unsuuc- 
cessfully tried to obtain reim­ 
bursement for meals on days 
when the legislature was in ses­ 
sion and they received the $25 
daily living expense allowance. 
An $1,150 bill from Brockfeld 
for 10,000 brochures was turned 
down as were a $275 bill from 
Springfield 
Democrat

Lynn for $7,000 brochures and a 
$200 postage bill from Kansas 
City Republican Harold Esser. 
Esser’s bill was rejected be­ 
cause the postal receipt showed 
the postage had been received 
by “Esser for Legislature.” 
Esser 
contended

was 
merely using a bulk rate mail­ 
ing permit issued to his cam­ 
paign organization to mail out 
legislative 
newsletters 
That 
same request also had a bill for 
$100 in postage without the 
“Esser for Legislature.” Tha: 
was honored. 


Because of the possibility of 
problems resulting from the 
new system, Raftery issued a 
set of guidelines aimed at let­ 
ting lawmakers know what they 
will not be reimbursed for. 
“We’re 
rejecting 
expenses 
having nothing to do with offi­ 
cial business or are not sub­ 
stantiated,” he said. 
Those guidelines require that 
printing charges must be ac­ 
companied by a copy of the 
newsletter or brochure before 
they will be reimbursed so 
there will be no attempts to use 
the expense allotment for cam­ 
paign purposes. 
“ Anything 
that 
is 
not 
blantantly political will be paid 
now,” an official said. 
The guidelines also state that 
any 
“new, 
unusual 
ex­ 
penditures” that have not been 
encountered on previous re­ 
quests will receive individual 
scrutiny. 
“Every time you turn around 
you find something different,” 
one division source said. 
“The legislators who are tak­ 
ing these positions honestly be- 


lieve they have a legitimate ex­ 
pense,” Raftery acknowledged. 
“We just don’t agree. If they 
think the claim is bonafide, 
they can go to court.” 
The Office of Administration 
was challenged by a number of 
senators last year in Cole Coun­ 
ty Circuit Court on whether it 
had authority to deny requests 
for travel reimbursements paid 
out of legislative funds. 
The senators contended that
